OUR SPAT WITH CHILE, 


Montt Has an Interview With Blaine—A 
Dispatch from Chile. 

WASHINGTON, December 31.—Senor Montt 
Chilean minister, had another interview with 
Secretary Blaine today. The minister laid be- 
fore the secretary the following translation of 
a telegram from Matta, minister of foreign 
affairs, bearing on the inquiry into the trouble 
in the city of Valparaiso between the Chileans 
and sailors from the United: States steamship 
Baltimore: 

SANTIAGO, December 31, 1891.—Minister of 
Chile, Washington. From a summary of proceed- 
ings, it appears that the Struggle commenced be- 
tween the two sailor. in a tavern at ward “Ar- 
royan ;’’ that it was continued in the street. with 
the accession of numbers of the inhabitants and 
transient parties from the streets called “Del 
Clave,” “San Francisco,” and “Alamos.” 
Disorder continued and extended to the streets, 
“Del Arsenal” and “San Martin’’ where the police 
force succeeded in restoring order. All North 
Americans, except twa, state that the police did 
their duty, and from voluminous proceedings it 
appears that the court has done and is doing its 
duty. Whenevet the prosecuting attorney renders 
his opinion and the |time for producing evidence 
shall have expired, sentence will be given, estab- 
lishing who and how many are guilty parties, 
who may only be presumed at present. Whoever 
a may be they will be punished. Local pro- 
ceedings are being actively carried forward to 
their proper termination. MATTA. 

The minister, when asked by an Associated 
Press reporter for an opinion respecting the 
Statements made in the telegram, called 
Special attention to the statement that all 
North Americans except two had said that the 
potion did their duty. He regarded this as 
avorable tothe Chilean side of the contro 
versy. It is to be noted that the Chilean 
minister of foreign affairs promises that when 
the due process of law, according to Chilean 
jurisprudence, be observed, those found guilty 
will be punished, and says that these judicial 
proceedings are being carried forward actively. 

This, in connection with the statement that 
the police did their duty is significant as 
showing thai the Chilean government does not 
wish that the action of individuals’ belonging 
in Chile shall be confounded with actions of 
those connected with the government’ and 
having otticial station. These lawless acts on 
part of individuals, as the dispatch says, are be- 
ing inquired into under the usual judicial pro- 
ceedings of Chile, which are conducted 
secretly and itis said with cumbersomeness 
attaching to nearly all law courts deriving 
their authority and precedents from Spain.

THE STATE TROOPS MOVE 


To Aid in Forcing Couvict Labor on Free 
People. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 31.—[Spe- 
cial.}|—The troops are off for Coal Creek. The 
state officiais bided their time and kept their 
own counsel, and not until late this afternoon 
was it known that the order to move had been 
given. 

General S. T. Carnes arrived from Memphis 
this morning and spent the day making final 
arrangements to move. At 9:20 o'clock to- 
night the special train pulled out from the 
union depot. The train consisted of the old 
iron-bound ammunition car that saw service 
during the late war, a baggage car and two 
passenger coaches. General Keller Anderson 
is in command of the sixty-six men that left 
here and will pick up six more at ‘ullahom 
and twelve at Knoxville. 

On the Way to the Mines. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., December 31.—({Special.]— 
The information reaches here tonight that the 
troops with the convicts in charge are en route to 
Coal Creek tonight. They left Nashville about 7 
o'clock p. m., and will reach here about 5 o’clock 
a.m. on a special train, going on at once to Coal 
Creek. It is said thatthe Briceville mines are not 
in shape for the convicts as yet, and that they 
will only be taken to Coal Creek. 


SPORTING MEN AROUSED. 


The @fficials Are Interfering with Their 
Prerogatives. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 31.—[Special.] 
The board of public works and affairs cast a 
bombshell into the camp of the sporting men 
today. When the reform government took 
effect, Chief Clock was instructed to suppress 
crapshootiug and Sunday liquor selling. The 
sports understood and claimed that an agree- 
ment was reached thatif drunken men and 
minors were kept out of the houses and police 
surveillance dispensed with, that they would be 
allowed to run baccarat and poker. Today 
the board made public an order calling Chief 
Clock’s attention to previous instructions, and 
reasserting their intention that there should 
not only be no Sunday liquor selling, but that 
they would not authorize or tolerate any form 
of gambling. It is claimed tbat all games 
during the past month have been square, but 
that now they will be run in private rooms in- 
stead of public ones, and that the games may 
sometimes not be so square.

New YorK, December 31.—Futures were very 
unsettled today, closing dull at a slight decline 
from yesterday’s final figures.

MonTEREY, Mexico, December 31.—News 
was received here !ate last night that General 
Lorenzo Garcia, in command of the troops in 
the northern part of Mexico, with head- 
quarters at Mier, had been murdered by his 
command and that the entire force, numbering 
several hundred men under his immediate 
command, had gone over to the side of the 
revolutionists, crossing over into Texas ina 
body at a point between Roma and Carrizo. 

Private soldiers in the Mexican army are 
nearly aN-convicted criminals, who, instead of 
being given a term in prison, are sentenced to 
serve with the military. They are desperate 
characters and are nearly all secret sympa- 
thizers with the revolutionary movement. 

General Garcia was one of the most promi- 
nent and etticient officers in the Mexican army, 
and his death at the present time is a serious 
blow to the government. Governor Reics has 
been in constant telegraphic communication 
with President Diaz all day, but the nature of 
the dispatches is not known.

Furniture inthe -‘fice beneath the 
privy council chamber was completely de- 
stroyed. 

The Explosion Not Serious. 


The castle officials state that after the first 
feeling of alarm had passed away the conse- 
quences of the explosion were found to be less 
serious than they had feared. An expenditure 
of a few pounds, they say, will repair damages. 
The privy council met as usual after the ex- 

losion. Chief of Police Mallon says that the 

orce of the explosion was exerted chiefly in 
an outward direction, and that it was possibly 
an explosion of gas.

Free Passes. : 
WASHINGTON, December 31.—In its answer 
to the complaint laid before the interstate com- 
merce commission the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road Company stated that it was in the habit 
of giving passes as a business feature of its ad- 
ministration tofnumerous classes of pers ons, 
which it specified in the answer. This conces 
sion imposed upon the commission the duty of 
giving @ construction tothe act to ate 
commerce in respect to the rightot a rail- 


‘road company to give interstate passes to such 


Classes of persons. The commission met the 
question squarely and concluded @ long review 
of the statute and authorities in these words: 

Without further citation of authority, the con- 
struction we give to section 2 of the aet to reg. - 
late commerce is that where the service of a car 
rier subject to the actis “like and comtempora- 
neous”’ for different passengers, charge to one 
of a greater or less compensation than te another 
constituted unjust discrimination and is unlaw- 
ful, unless the charge of such 

nsation isallowed under 

nh section 22, and tbat 

under substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions in other respects, it ig not rendered dis- 
similar within the meaning of.the statute by the 
fact that such passengers hold unlike, or as some- 
times termed, unequal official, social or business | 
positions, or belong to different classes as they 
ordinarily exist in a community, or are arbitrarily 
created by the carrier. 

This would exclude the right to give inter- 
state passes to certain classes ed in the 
answer, which included “gentlomén eminent 
in public service,”’ “higher officers’’ of states, 
“prominent officers of the United States, 


and “‘persons whose good will is important to 
the corporation.’’ 

There were other classes of pase-holders 
named in the answer, whose passes, though in 
form free, were free only in name, because in 
reality there was some consideration for them, 
such as those issued to newspaper men in ex- 
change for advertising, to hotel proprietors, 
.ice dealers and 1ailk dealers, and to some other 
persons who are claimed to stand on the special 
ground of right. 

As to these classes of persons the commis- 
sion said that the investigation would have to 
be extended toenable it to pass satisfactory 
jucgment thereon and that to avoid the 
delay which a proper and full investigation of 
these classes would occasion and in view of 
their minor importance and yet perhaps 
greater difficulty of the decision and of the 
urgeney, that the defendant should be in- 
formed at this time ofthe decision upon .the 
leading question involved, namely, a genera! 
construction of the statute upon the subject of 
free transportation. 3 

The commission concluded to hold the case 
as to such special classes of persons for’ such 
further investigation as might be necessary to 
put itin full possession of all the facta before 
tinally passing upon them, and in the mean- 
time to issue an order applicable to the classes 
first named in accordance with the construc- 
tion of law as set forth, this being pursuant th 
practice in other cases. 


MRS. DAVIS'S SUIT. 


The Dewurrer of the Publishers Sustained 
by the Courts. 


New York, December 31.—The superior 
court of this citv has sustained the demurrer to 
the complaint of Mrs. Varina Davis, widow 
of Jefferson Davis, in the action against 
Robert Belford and Edward Lange.

Everybody will work and start in 1892 
industriously. | 

This is pay day in the Kiser building, but 
the clerks did not feel sure last night that 
they would get their December salary asa New 
Year’s present. 

The officers were right glad to read in THE 
CONSTITUTION that the Central’s dividend 
would be paid without further contention. 
Whenever anything like this delay in paying 
the interest occurs, the most disagreeable part 
falls on the representatives of the system in 
Georgia. 

Away up in New York only a faint echo of 
the kicking is heard. 

A dozen or more Macon people were around 
the hotels yesterday, and they were interested 
in Southwestern. They talked as though 
Macon would almost have a riot if the $47,000 
which is paid out there’ in div- 
idends was withheld. The Southwestern 
is Macon’s pet. It has been an old reliable 
stock, and the interest has long been paid as 
reguiarly as June and December rolled 
around. One Macon man said: “When 
everything else has been shaky, Southwestern 
always stood steady in the boat.”’ 

The explanation of so much South- 
western stock being held in New York 
outside of the Terminal syndicate, is 
said to be that some time back there was 
a scheme On foot to get a controlling 
interest in the company and break the lease to 
the Central. That plan was never carried out 
and the New Yorkers got a big b!ock of stock 
wher it was up between 125and 135. Now 
it is down at 105. 

The Macon Telegraph quotes a citizen there 
who declared that Jay Gould was responsible 
for the delay in the payment and that he was 
taking this step to prnish Georgia.

Will Uncle Sam’s Men Conquer Ala- 
bama Moonshiners, 


BY BLOWING UP THEIR BUILDING 


Unless the Mountaineers Give In—Thirty 
Armed Officials with Colonel Chap- 
man Near Fort Payne. 


The trouble near Fort Payne, Ala., between 
moonshiners and.government officiais has ‘as- 
sumed big proportions. 

Colonel Chapman joined the forces yester- 
day, together with two deputy marshals from 
Anniston, thfee from Huntsville and two from 
Montgomery, making a band of thirty officers 
armed to the tveth. 

Another serious encounter took place day 
before yesterday. Deputy Marshals B. W. 
Briggs and A. C. Sorrel left for Biack Oak 
creek settlement, in DeKalb county. On Sand 
mountain, several miles from Fort Payne, the 
deputies with fourteen men reached their 
destination. 

There was situated the headquarters of 
seven moonshiners, desperate men all of them, 
for each of whose capture a liberal reward had 
been offered. 

The place was surrounded by a stone wall 
with one entrance, a heavy door bolted with 
iron, The ofticers approached it, and demanded 
a surrender. The reply wasa volley through a 
number of holes in the wall. 

Deputy Marshal D. M. Jackson was shot in 
the shouider, and fell, badly wounded. Uncle 
Sam's inen returned the fire, and, yesterday, it 
was reported that one moonshiner had been 
instantly killed and another dangerously 
wounded by it. 

But the odds were against the government 
men, and they retired, going to Fort Payne 
late Wednesday night. Yesterday they gath- 
ered their forces together, prepared provisions 
for three days and got good-sized cannon and 
some dynamite. 

With this they will blow the structure to 
pieces if it becomes necessary. 

Arrangements were made for an advance to 
be made on the Sand mountain still last night, 
The place is owned and operated by two moun- 
taineers, named Sprouse and Kirke, both of 
them as rough and dangerous as their band. 
There is no doubt butthat a desperate en- 
counter will take place. 

That is, unless the moonshiners have 
availed themselves of the opportunity to cross 
the mountains and make their escape. In 
that case they will be pursued with all vigor 
by the heavy government force. 

Colonel Chapman and Deputy Collector W. 
W. Colquitt were with the men who first fol- 
lowed Bob Sims and his gang in the middle of 
September. It was a perilous trip, but the 
colonel has reasons to believe that this one 
will prove fully as exciting an adventure. 
The Alabama moonshiners in certain sections 
are noted for their lawlessness and reckless 
daring, and unless Sprouse’s band has taken 
to the hills, the result will be a decidedly un- 
pleasant one. 

The particulars of the march to Sand moun- 
tain will certainly be watched with a great 
deal of interest.

Some 
of our weekly exchanges would have us be- 
lieve that such is the case, 

The Monroe Advertiser, for one, notes the 
fact that in a half-dozen localities:in the 
southern and eastern portions of that county 
where, less than a@ year ago, there were 
flourishing country schools, no schools can 
now be found, Our contemporary says that 
the people in those localities have always 
ranked among the most refined and cultured 
citizens, and were quite zealous in the cause 
of education, but now ‘‘the schoolhouses are 
dilapidated—briars and brush are growing 
up about the doors, and the educational 
spirit is virtually dead. The gloom of death 
overshadows the classic grounds, and where 
once was heard the merry voices of a half: 
hundred children the owl and bat hoot and 
flit about in undisturbed serenity.” — 

One can easily imagine another ‘‘Deserted 
Village’’ in this picture;' but what has 
caused the ruin of the schoolhouse and the 
desolation complained of ? 

One cause, The Advertiser thinks, is the 
poverty of the people, which necessitated the 
employment of ‘‘cheap’’ teachers and shorter 
school sessions; but another cause is the 
lack of discipline; the sparing use of the old- 
fashioned rod and the _ introduction -of 
‘*blarney and merit cards,”’ 

In fact, so many causes are alleged that it 
is difficult to sum them up in one brief sen- 
tence. Certain it is, however, that there 
is great dissatisfaction with methods of 
education in the country districts. There is 
a manifest lack of harmony and unity of 
purpose on the school question. Several 
counties, wealthy and able to support first- 
class schools by supplementing the school 
fund where it is found inadequate and other- 
wise contributing to the educational interests 
of the people, are all ‘‘split up’’ on the ques- 
tion, and whenever it is pushed to the front, 
fections are formed and there is an imme- 
diate division of sentiment. It is so, we 
take it, in-Monroe; it is so in Dooly and 
elsewhere, and we learn from The Vienna 
Progress that the latter county is now well at 
war in the matter of education. 

The sooner these warring elements are 
harmonized, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. Let them become reconciled to the 
rod of our forefathers, and to the ‘‘blarney’’ 
of merit cards, which encourage the scholar 
in his studies and stimulate him with the 
desire toexcel; let them sustain the teachers, 
who need encouragement as badly as the 
scholars, and thus help, and not. hinder, the 
cause of education. 

We cannot think, with our Monroe con- 
temporary, that the desolation it pictures in 
former school communities there, will be- 
come general in rural sections. But there is 
no doubt that this lack of harmony—these 
petty spites and factional differences, will 
seriously interfere with our educational in- 
terests and detract from the general welfare 
of communities.

The result of the several decisions is to give the 
democrats a majority in the state senate, and 
therefore in the legislature, as the assembly is 
unquestionably democratic. In some of the cases 
all the judges of the court of appeals concur, and 
in only one of those in which there is a division of 
opinion do the members of the court appear to 
bave divided on party lines. 

The importance of this result tothe democratic 
party in the state of New York cannot easily be 
overestimated.

he answer to these questions is a matter of 
gravest importance to our great country and 
snould call forth the earnest effort of every 
patriotic mindand heart. We should endeavor 
to secure relief and that which will be permanent. 
To do this the conditions which periodically bring 
about this state of affairs must be changed. Tha* 
change should be safe and yet effectual, at the 
same time such a change as would interfere to the 
smallest possible degree with the great volume of 
commerce of the country. 

The present congress can do much toward the 
permanent relief of the people, and that relief 1s 
expected. ‘We do not expect the present congress 
to pass any measure similar to the subtreasury 
bill which was before the last congress, but there 
are soine very important changes our present 
financial system that congress can and should 
make. 

Thamational banking system is one of the most 
,0tent forces of that financial poli¢y which has so 
ong throttled the American people. Congress 

cannot revoke the charters of the banks now in 
operation, but can pass such laws as will prevent 
the issue of charters to any more national banks, 
and also prevent the renewal of the existing char- 
ters when they expire. 

The money sharks wade congress insert into its 
banking laws a clause'to the effoct that all state 
banks shall pay atax of 10 per cent upon what- 
ever money they might issue. Of course that 
killed state banks. 

If the present congress is at all disposed 
to hearken to the demands of the 96 pe 
let it repeal that part of the banking law 
which imposes upon state banks that unjust, 
oppressive and prohibitory tax. 

When that is done, let our state legislature enact 
some safe and simple ee ae state banks 
andallowing any number of men who can asso- 
ciate themselves together as a banking company, 
and can deposit in the vaults of the state treasury 
a sufficient amount of acceptable first mortgages 
upon good and desirable real estate, issue cur- 
rency amounting to, say, 50 or 60 percent of the 
securities deposited. 

This plan is not new, but will meet the demands 
of the people better than any law which we can 
hope to pass for some time, and the help is needed 
now. hy this plan we would create a local 
currency which. would meet the demands 
of all classes of our people except the money 
sharks, and that class are always in better fix than 
the people upon whom they live. Oneof the 
beauties of a local currency is that Wall street 
will not want it, but will keep it continually flow- 
ing back into the state from whence it came, and 
we would not be cursed by periodical scarcity of 
money as we now are, 

.No money can be safer or better than this if it 
is surrounded by proper banking laws within the 
state, and is issued upon a safe margin of the 
securities deposited. This would not make the 
state a banker, but would simply put her in the 


position of supervisor of banks, seeing,that the 


money issued is based upon good, safe and desira- 
ble securities and that the money so issued is 
old. This plan would 
not meet wit the objections that 
are constantly urged to the government 
loaning money on land, or upon crops, but would 
atthe same time make our landsa basis of se- 
curity for the issue of currency, and the value of 
thatland will always be determined by its earn- 
ing or producing power. While this is not the 
subtreasury bill it is in one sense a subtreasury 
plan, for the deposit of land securities, the value 
of which is based upon its power to produce crops, 
is made a basis for the issue of a limited amount 
of currency. 

I am not offering a substitute for the sub- 
treasury bill, nor am I endeavoring to pose as the 
author of some financial scheme, but I mention 
this in answer to the oft-repeated anes, 
‘*‘What can the present congress do for the relief 
of the people?” Let congress remove the 10 per 
cent tax from state banks and 4he state of Geor- 
gia will arrange the rest. oe J 

We are often asked, Would Such a currency meet 
the wants of the farmers? We believe it would to 
a very great extent, for the fariner is not a specu- 
lator and does not want to hold his crop for the 
eqn of speculation, but does want to feel that 

e will always find currency enough in circula- 
tion to buy his produce at a fair price. This plan 
would create asound local currency which will 
never leave the state in great quantities, and will 
always be ready to purchase the products of the 
farm. It would be good forthe payment of all 
debts and state, county and municipal taxes. We 
could have no better money. 

The second cause for this depression is really 
an effect of the other cause. We have pro- 
duced beyond the power of the world to consume 
and whether it be simple overproduction as gen- 
under consumption be- 
cause the scarcity of money makes it impossible 
for the great masses of the people to cay and 
consume as much as they really need, the result 
and effect upon us is the same, and one way to 
mend this matter is to raise less cotton and pro- 
duce more of those things which we consume. 
This brings us to the most difficult portion of our 
subject. If the crop of cotton must be less in 1892 
than in 1891, how can that be accomplished? 

It must be remembered that those men who live 
on the farm and are called farmers are not the 
only ones interested in the production of cotton. 
it must also be remembered thata large per cent 
of those who live on the farm are 
dependent upon the production of cotton 
for supplies with which to run their farms. 
Credit is extended to them, not upon their pro- 
duction of muies, corn, or hay, but upon the num- 
ber of bales of cotton they will raise. 1 mention 
this to show that the warehouseinan, the supp! 
merchant and the banker, has as much to do with 
the production of cotton in many localities aa the 
man who lives on the farm. It will then be easily 
seen that the production of cotton cannot be 
limited without the co-operation of all those 
classes who are interested. If the merchant, the 
warehouseman and the banker will endeavor to. 
help the farmer raise home supplies to the ex- 
clusion of extra large cotton crops, the crop can 
be very greatiy reduced. If it was a rule to credit 
no fariner who did not raise home supplies the 
crop of cotton would not reach 6,000,000 again in 
the next twenty years.

1 A Carload of Missionaries Leave Atlanta 


This Afternoon, 


HEADED BY BISHOP ATTICUS G, HAYGOOD. 


The North Georgia Conference Projected 
on the Pacific Coast—Bishop Haygood’s 
Great Work ina Far Country. 


“A carload of missionaries will leave here 
tomorrow,” remarked Dr. J. W. Lee, a8 he 
dropped into THE ConsriruTIon office. 

‘What do you mean?” 

“I mean just what I say. A carioad of 
missionaries will leave here tomorrow.”’ 

“Where do they come from and where are 
they going ?”’ 

‘They come from the north Georgia confer- 
ence and they are going to California with 
Bishop Haygood. Next fall he is coming 
back to get ten or twelve more.” 

“And what does it all mean?” 

“It means that the north Georgia conference 
is projecting itself on the Pacitic slope.” 

This brief statement opens up the story of 
one of the most important events that has oc- 
curred in the southern states since the war. 
With these twenty sou!s—these active, zealous 
and devoted men and women—will go to the 
Pacific coast, not only the ideas of the Metho- 
dist church, with its powerful genius for re- 
ligious work, but with them will go all the 
traditions and high ideals of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, unmixed with those 
isms and unhappy clashing ideas everwhere 
prevalent in the states north of us. A few 
days ago a gentleman from Pennsylvania, who 
was bern and raised in England, remarked 
that he found the southern people more like 
those of his native land than any he had ever 
associated with. Hespokethetruth. He was 
among an Anglo-Saxon people, well tempered 
with Celtic blood, and it ig just this class of 
people that will give that missionary car its 
precious freight this afternoon. 

First and foremost in this band of pioneers 
is Bishop Atticus G. Haygood, whose natural 
force of character and intellect have made 
him a name throughout the United States—a 
man well equipped to be a leader of pioneers 
in this great advance of Georgia Methodists 
upon the: Pacific coast. With him goes the 
wife and heipmeet of his life. 

About a year ago Bishop Haygood was 
elected to the episcopal office, and with the 
new burden of responsibility upon him, 
was constrained, like Paul, to go far from 
friends and kindred to find now fields of 
labor. He went to Mexico and was captivated 
by the beauty and natural wealth of the coun- 
try ; he was impressed with its traditions, and 
especially by the tender and lasting affection 
for General Juarez, manifested in the tribute 
of fresh flowers on his tomb every morning. 
This brave Indian fought for his country and 
deposed Maximillian, the last personification 
of foreign power in Mexico. 

From Mexico Bishop Haygood went to 
southern California where he found a great 
and promising field, occupied by a busy, enter- 
prising, intelligent and cuitivated people, who 
are liberal and full of the milk of human kind- 
ness, but so absorbed in the tremendous work 
of material develoj»ment that they have not 
paid much attentic.n to religious matters, 

They received the bishop with open arms and 
offered to give him. a $5,000 house if he would 
stay. He declined to receive it as a gift for 
himself, but accepted it in the name of the 
Southern Methodu;it church as an episcopal 
residence, to be «wccupied by the bishop of 
that district, whoever he might be.

production of 3,500,000 bales or over was not poasible. ° 


To this view we still adhere, but may have been in- 
duced to abandon it by the enormous receipts and the 
phenomenally rapid movement during the first four 
months of the year. On the Ist of January there will 
probably bein sight of this year’s American produc- 
tion’ not leas than 6,300,000 bales. Added to this the 
850,000 bales surplus left over from last year gives us 
an aggregate supply of over 7,100,000 bales of Ameri- 
can cotton which the world has had to assimilate and 
provide for within four months. In the effort of doing 


‘this prices have again fallen below the lowest figures 


of last season, and we enter the new year with a fec!l- 
ing of depression among producers of cotton and the 
interests identified with them. From now on every 
influence which tends to relieve the situation or indi- 
cate that current prices for cotton are too low will re- 
vive hope in a wider speculation than has been known 
in the article for years. Already receipts are causing 
some modification of extremely big crop ideas, It is 
recognized that a rapid movement is almost invaria- 


| bly an attribute of short crops. The causes ¢onspir- 
| ing to hasten the movement this year are well under- 


stood, and have probably been more potent than for 

many years past. There is no question that present 

prices are far below the average cost of production, © 
and already a recognition of this fact is apparent in 

the conventions which are being generally called 

throughout the south to eonsider the best methods of 

curtailing the production next year.

The First Pipe for the New Works Laid 


on Church and Bartow Streets, 
Heavy Work Begins Monday.

Work on the new waterworks has at last 


begun. 

On Monday and Tuesday 366 feet of pipe 
were laid, 166 feet on Church and 200 on Bar- 
tow streets, to connect with the new twenty- 
inch main which is about to be laid on Cain 

, street, from the governor’s mansion to Luckie 
street, 

Three the 

been received from 
Bessemer, and will be distributed on 
Cain street immediately. The work of laying 
this twenty-inch main wil! begin at the gov- 
ernor’s inansion on Monday. The three car 
Joads will carry the main 528 feet, but more 
pipe will be comingin ali the time, and will 
accumuiate faster than it can be laid. 

The twenty-inch main goes from Peachtree 
to Luckie, and out Luckie to North avenue, 
where it joins a thirty-inch main from the res- 
ervoir. 

The reservoir is to be an immense affair, 
covering tifteen or eighteen acres, and the 
contract is to be let as soon as bids on the work 
can be got in. The waterworks commission 
has ordered the advertisement for contracts to 
move 250,000 cubic yards of earth, etc., to be 
published in the city dailies. 

The city engineer estimates that it will take 
a year for 100 men to make the excayation for 
the reservoir, but Judge Hillyer remarks that 
200 could do it in six months. There is plenty 
of room on eighteen acres to put 200 or 500 
men to moving dirt. 

The reservoir will be about thirty 
and -will hold 198,000,000 gallons. 

The water cowmission has also ordered 
fifty-one vaives of all sizes, from forty-eight
